Coalition 
Of Shiites 
Wins Big 

‘New birth’ as Iraq election 
puts persecuted into power 

BAGHDADI Clergy-backed Shiites and inde- 
pendence-minded Kurds swept to victory 
in Iraq’s landmark elections, propelling to 
power the groups that suffered most under 
Saddam Hussein and forcing Sunni Arabs 
to the margins for the first time in modern 
history, according to final results released 
Sunday. 

But the Shiites’ 48 percent of the vote is 
far short of the two-thirds majority needed to 
control the 275 -member National Assembly. 
The results threw immedi- 
ate focus on Iraqi leaders’ 
backdoor dealmaking to 
create a new coalition gov- 
ernment — possibly in an 
alliance with the Kurds — 
and on efforts to lure Sunnis 
into the fold and away from Ay a r 

a bloody insurgency. 

Interim Prime Minister AyadAllawi, the 
secular Shiite chosen by the United States to 
lead Iraq for the last eight turbulent months, 
fared poorly. His ticket finished a distant third 
behind the religious Shiites and Kurds. 

“This is a new birth for Iraq,” election 
commission spokesman Farid Ayar said, 
announcing results of the Jan. 30 polling. 

The election results highlighted the sharp 
differences among Iraq’s ethnic, religious 
and cultural groups — many of whom fear 
domination not just by the Shiites, estimated 
at 60 percent of the population, but also by 
the Kurds, the most pro-American group, 
with about 15 percent, robert h. reid (ap)

Students Flock to 
Relationships 101 


Professors bring study 
of love, marriage skills 
into eollege elassrooms 

MUNCIE, IND. I Scott Hall wants to 
spark a discussion, so he asks his 
students at Ball State University 
something bound to provoke a 
reaction: Do women want more 
out of marriage than men? 

It’s just the sort of conversation 
starter that’s heard more often 
in college classrooms these days. 
Affairs of the heart like love and 
marriage have gone from being an 
obsession outside class to the rea- 
son for class. 

Academics have long been devel- 
oping the study of “close relation- 
ships,” forming the International 
Association for Relationship 
Research to share data. 

In recent years, some professors 
have moved beyond theory, mak- 
ing the discussion more personal 
for students by teaching classes on 
relationship skills. 

Some call it Relationships 101 — 
a concept that has proven popular 
on campuses across the country.

U.S. Soldier Killed in Fighting 


Despite poor showing 
at polls, Shiite interim 
RM. retains influence 

BAGHDAD I Iraq’s tough-talking 
U.S. -backed interim prime min- 
ister may have been pummeled at 
the polls, but Ayad Allawi is likely 
to still play a key role in the new 
government. 

Allawi, sworn in as interim 
prime minister last June, led a 233- 
candidate list that ran with prom- 
ises of improving security in violent 
Iraq. Two weeks before the Jan. 30 
elections, he promised to strength- 
en the army by the end of this year 
and beef up other security forces. 

On Sunday, Allawi, 
a secular Shiite, saw 
his list outstripped 
by a rival Shiite 
cleric-backed tick- 
et. Allawi’s list 
secured 13.8 per- 
cent of the vote, or 
1.17 million votes, compared to the 
4 million-plus votes, or about 48 
percent of the total cast, won by 
the main Shiite ticket. 

A Kurdish alliance held second 
place, securing 2.175 million votes 
or 26 percent. 

The 60 -year- old Allawi still 
secured a seat in the 275 -member 
National Assembly, however — and 
more importantly, he is expected 
to hold a position in the new gov- 
ernment. 

The Shiites, with their 48 per- 
cent share, will be forced to reach 
out to other groups to form a gov- 
ernment, and Allawi is expected to 
play a key role in the negotiations 
and end up with an influential place 
in the new regime, christomlinson (ap) 


B AG H DA D I A U.S. soldier was killed 
in fighting north of Baghdad and 
gunmen assassinated an Iraqi gen- 
eral and two companions in a Shiite 
neighborhood of the capital Sunday. 
Election officials said a Shiite alli- 
ance won the most votes in the Jan. 
30 elections but will have to form 
a coalition government. 

Three other U.S. soldiers were 
killed when their vehicle rolled into 
a canal Sunday, the military said. 
The men from Task Force Danger 
were on a combat patrol near the 
town of Balad, 50 miles north of 
Baghdad, the U.S. command said 
in a statement. 

A fourth Task Force Danger sol- 


dier was killed and one was wound- 
ed in fighting near Samarra, a flash- 
point of the insurgency 60 miles 
north of Baghdad, the military said. 

In the southern Iraqi city of 
Nasiriyah, an Iraqi translator for 
Italian troops and his son were shot 
to death Sunday, a spokesman for 
Italy’s military said. 

In violence in the north, insur- 
gents attacked a U.S. convoy and a 
government building near Mosul, 
leaving at least four people dead, 
hospital workers said. Two Iraqi 
National Guardsmen also were 
killed while trying to defuse a 
bomb along Mosul’s airport road.

Militant crackdown

JERUSALEM I Israel’s Cabinet dis- 
cussed the increasing threats against 
its leaders by Jewish opponents of a 
plan to pull out of the Gaza Strip and 
part of the West Bank, at the same 
time as it approved freedom for 500 
Palestinian prisoners as a step toward 
defusing four years of violence. 

The developments on Sunday 
showed that just as Israeli- 
Palestinian fighting winds down in 
the wake of a truce declared at a sum- 
mit meeting last Tuesday, internal 
Israeli tensions are escalating into 
warnings of political assassinations.

Far-right activists rail 
against 1945 attacks 
on Nazi Germany 

DRESDEN, GERMANY I Chancellor 
Gerhard Schroeder warned 
Germans not to forget their Nazi 
past Sunday as far-right supporters 
rallied in Dresden on Sunday to pro- 
test a devastating Allied bombing in 
World War II that killed an estimat- 
ed 35,000 residents 60 years ago. 

Schroeder said the anniversary 
was an occasion for people every- 
where to unite against the “inhuman- 
ity of war.” But the rally — and fears 
of street clashes — cast a shadow over 
a day of remembrance and reflection 
on the U.S.-British air raids, which 
set off firestorms and destroyed 
the centuries-old city center. 

The chancellor vowed to fight 
neo-Nazis attempts to blur the 


historical context of the Feb. 13- 
14, 1945 , attack — part of a war 
started by Germany during which 
Adolf Hitler’s regime killed 6 mil- 
lion Jews in the Holocaust. 

Some 5,000 far-right activists 


later rallied at the Saxony legislature 
and then marched through the city. 
At least 4,500 people demonstrat- 
ed against the far right, and police 
were out in force to keep the two 
sides apart, frank ellmers (ap)

Day Is a Secret Passion 


RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I In gift and 
flower shops across Saudi Arabia, 
the flush of red has started to fade. 

Each year shortly before Feb. 14, 
the country’s religious police mobi- 
lize, heading out to hunt for — and 
confiscate — red roses, red teddy 
bears and any signs of a heart. In 
a country where Valentine’s Day 
is banned, ordinary Saudis find 
they must skirt the law to spoil 
their sweetheart. 

The Valentine’s Day holiday cel- 
ebrating love and lovers is banned 
in Saudi Arabia, where religious 
authorities call it a Christian cele- 
bration true Muslims should shun. 

Sheik Abdullah al-Dakhil, head 
of the religious police, known as 
the muttawa, in Thumama, a town 
outside Riyadh, told Al-Eqtisadiah 
newspaper that, despite warn- 
ings, there were 15 infractions for 
Valentine indiscretions last year.

Iran Refuses to Alter Reactor 


Officials reject change 
to nuelear faeility, warn 
against US. aggression 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran rejected a 
European demand to stop building 
a heavy- water nuclear reactor that 
provides a simpler way of extracting 
weapons-grade fuel, and it warned 
the United States on Sunday “not to 
play with fire” by repeatedly threat- 
ening Tehran. 

Iran has indicated previously it 
will keep its heavy-water reactor, 
but Sunday’s announcement that it 


will not replace it with a light-water 
reactor was the clearest statement 
yet of its nuclear plans and repre- 
sented a hardening of its position. 

Both plants in 
question can be 
used to enrich ura- 
nium, a critical part 
in nuclear programs, 
but the extraction 
of weapons-grade Asefi 
material from a 
light-water reactor is more difficult. 

Earlier this month. President 
Bush accused Iran in his State of 
the Union speech of being “the 


world’s primary state sponsor of 
terror” and pursuing nuclear weap- 
ons. Although Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice has said a mili- 
tary strike against Iran was “sim- 
ply not on the agenda at this point,” 
Bush has said his administration 
would not rule out any option. 

On Sunday, Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Hamid Reza Asefi reit- 
erated previous statements by top 
officials that Iran would not toler- 
ate any acts of aggression. 

“Rice and other US. officials are 
aware of Iran’s capabilities,” Asefi said 
at a news briefing, ali akbar dareini (ap) 



Blair Appeals for Third Term as PM 


GATESHEAD, ENGLAND | Prime Min- 
ister Tony Blair, whose popularity 
crashed in the wake of the Iraq war, 
sought Sunday to reconnect with 
the British public and appealed to 
voters for a third term in office. 

In a speech to Labour Party loy- 
alists, Blair acknowledged that the 


war had strained his relationship 
with the party and the country. 

“And now you, the British people, 
have to sit down and decide whether 
you want this relationship to con- 
tinue,” Blair said. 

The government is widely fore- 
cast to win re-election in national 


polls expected in May, and most 
analysts agree there is little chance 
Blair will not serve another term. 

In the latest poll last week, his 
Labour Party had actually stretched 
its lead over the main opposition 
Conservatives to 41 percent versus 
32 percent, enough to secure re- 
election with a strong majority in 
the House of Commons, (ap)

With three people aboard — enough 
to legally travel in the high- occu- 
pancy vehicle lanes — the car 
speeds toward Interstate 395 and 
on to L’Enfant Plaza. 

The idea of getting into a car 
with strangers at designated pick- 


up points, known as “slugging,” is 
embraced each day by thousands 
of commuters eager to avoid crawl- 
ing in traffic. 

This unique form of car pooling 
has been around for nearly 35 years. 


but lately, some worry the system 
is coming under threat from an 
unlikely source: hybrid vehicles. 

While officials acknowledge an 
ongoing problem with solo drivers 
who cruise illegally in the HOV 


lanes, they say hybrids have become 
too much of a good thing — thanks 
to an exemption allowing motorists 
to travel alone in the cars. 

Indeed, a traffic count in the car 
pool lanes by a task force of Virginia 
transportation officials found the 
number of hybrids more than tripled 
in October, accounting for 18 per- 
cent of all HOV traffic. The rapid 
growth of hybrids has pushed the 
HOV lanes beyond the recommend- 
ed capacity, officials said. 

The task force is urging leaders 
not to extend the hybrid exemp- 
tion when it ends in June 2006. 
But Del. Michele McQuigg, R- 
Prince William, does not want to 
wait. He introduced a bill in this 
year’s General Assembly session that 
would have prevented the state from 
issuing any new “clean fuel” license 
plates this summer. The bill failed 
to make it out of committee. 

“Nobody’s going to be moving if 
we’re not careful,” said McQuigg.

Q Sometimes when exiting 
Metro train stations we en- 
counter strong gusts of wind. Why 
does it happen? 

A That burst of wind is created 
mostly by the movement of 
trains into and out of the stations, 
said Pat Porzillo, chief engineer in 
Metro’s operations department. 

As a train barrels through the 
narrow tunnels it creates a piston 
effect, forcing air out into the sta- 
tion, where it musses commuters’ 
hair.

Homicide Rates Rise in Pr. George’s 


UPPER MARLBORO, MD. I Prince 
George’s County police officials 
are “extremely concerned” about 
the number of homicides in the 
county so far this year, a spokes- 
woman for the police chief said. 

Two people were killed and three 
others were seriously wounded after 
shootings from late Friday to early 


Saturday. That brought the county’s 
number of slayings this year to 20, 
authorities said. 

On average, there has been 
a murder about every 50 hours 
through the first 42 days of this 
year. 

The 20 murders this year is nine 
more than for the same period last 


year. The county is on pace to sur- 
pass last year’s 148 slayings. 

Over the past five years, vio- 
lent crime in Prince George’s has 
soared. Homicides have more than 
doubled, from 71 in 2000 to 148 
last year. Not since 1991, when 155 
people were slain — the most ever 
in the county — have the county’s 
detectives investigated so many

Merchants try to stay 
one click ahead of 
phony Web ad visits 

ADVERTISING I Like thousands 
of merchants, Tammy Harrison 
thought she struck gold when hordes 
visited her Web site by clicking on 
the Internet ads she purchased from 
online search engines. It cost her as 
much as $20 a click, but the poten- 
tial new business seemed to justify 
the expense. 

Harrison’s delight dimmed, 
though, when she realized the 
people clicking on her ads weren’t 
interested in her products. She was 
a victim of “click fraud,” a scam that 
threatens the online advertising 
boom enriching Google, Yahoo and 
their many business partners. 

Merchants are billed for fruitless 
traffic generated by someone repeat- 
edly clicking on an advertiser’s Web 
link with no intention of buying any- 
thing. Harrison estimated the mis- 
chief cost her $100,000. 

Estimates vary on how much 
click fraud is going on in the $3.8 
billion search engine advertising 
market. Some believe it is mostly 
paranoia, while others say up to 20 
percent of clicks are made under 
false pretenses. 


“Click fraud is like a big elephant 
standing in the middle of the living 
room,” said Lisa Wehr, president of 
Oneupweb, a search engine adver- 
tising consultant. “Everyone sees it 
and knows it’s there, but no one is 
quite sure what to do about it.” 

Both Google and Yahoo say 
improved internal controls and 
increased vigilance of advertis- 
ers will prevent the problem from 
escalating. After recently adding a 
click fraud patrol, Google broke up a 
scheme that generated several thou- 
sand bogus transactions, chief finan- 
cial officer George Reyes said. 


Yahoo also has shored up click 
fraud protections, said Patrick 
Giordiani, a manager for its adver- 
tising subsidiary. Overture Services. 
Search engines stand to lose much 
if advertisers curtail spending. 

Harrison said a rival firm repeat- 
edly clicked on her ads. The fraudu- 
lent clicks exceeded spending lim- 
its Harrison had set, knocking her 
ads out of the display rotation. The 
search engines issued refunds. 

Some swindlers hire contrac- 
tors to sit in front of computers 
and click on targeted links all day.

Pulling It Together 


New Web tools help 
workers collaborate 
on office projects 

PRODUCTS I The scenario is famil- 
iar to office workers collaborating 
electronically: E-mails get passed 
around with differing versions of 
documents -in-progress attached. 
Instant messages whizz by. Web 
sites are cited, then lost. 

It’s often a jumbled mess, with 
no central online location for shared 
data. But new tools aim to make it 
easy to post and remove stuff from 
digital bulletin boards, be it on the 
Internet or a company network.

Many companies are trying to 
make the Web less disjointed and 
more democratized — a more orga- 
nized forum for gathering and shar- 
ing information. JotSpot is betting 


on Wikis, a Web page that can be 
edited by anyone. Wikis could be a 
staging area for information, and 
JotSpot ’s new service targets busi- 
nesses that want to give authorized 
users a common location in which 
to collaborate. 

Workers can take a spreadsheet, 
build on it, customize it, integrate 
data from the Web or e-mails and 
have all the information reside on 
one Wiki Web site. Revisions are 
tracked and archived. 

Some companies, such as Five 
Across and iUpload, aim to use blogs 
to help businesses streamline their 
communication. Five Across is intro- 
ducing “Bubbler,” a tool that allows 
for a single blog, more of a commu- 
nity than one person’s mouthpiece.

Malone Finally Mails It In 


Forward retires as second-highest scorer 


NBA I Karl Malone officially 
announced his retirement Sunday, 
saying “you will not see me play 
again. That is a promise.” 

After a season with the Los 
Angeles Lakers, Malone returned 
to the arena he called home for 18 
of his 19 NBA seasons to make the 
announcement expected since 
Friday. 

“Even though I left for a year, I 
grew here as a Jazz man,” Malone 
said. “If I’m fortunate enough to go 


into the Hall of Fame, I will go as 
a Jazz man.” 

The 41-year- old, nicknamed 
the Mailman, finishes as the sec- 
ond all-time leading scorer in 
NBA history with 36,928 points, 
just 1,459 behind Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar’s record. 

Malone, the league’s MVP in 
1997 and ’99, teamed with guard 
John Stockton for 18 seasons with 
Utah to form one of the NBAs 
greatest duos, leading the Jazz 


to the finals twice but losing to 
Michael Jordan and the Chicago 
Bulls each time. 

He left the Jazz for a shot at a 
championship with the Lakers, 
though they lost in five games to 
the Detroit Pistons in last season’s 
NBA Finals. 

Malone missed 39 games last 
regular season after injuring his 
right knee. He then opted out of 
his $1.65 million contract follow- 
ing last season, making him a free 
agent. Malone did not play this 
season, (ap) 


Wade, Heat Enjoy Rare Win vs. Spurs 


NBA I Dwyane Wade scored 13 of 
his 28 points in the fourth quar- 
ter, including a jumper with 25.1 
seconds left, and Miami beat San 
Antonio 96-92 on Sunday for its 
first win over the Spurs in more 
than three years.

NBA I Allen Iverson has an MVP 
award, a trip to the NBA Finals and 
nearly enough All-Star appearances 
to match his tattoos. 

The Philadelphia star, though, 
never had a game like his career- 
high 60 -point outburst against 
Orlando on Saturday night. And 
Iverson may never have had as 
much fun playing for the 76ers as 
he is this year. 

“I think it’s my best year, by far,” 
Iverson said. 

The numbers back him up: He 
averages an NBA-leading 29.7 
points, had 54- and 51-point per- 
formances in consecutive games 
in December, and his scoring out- 
burst against the Magic was the 


fourth-highest total in 76ers’ his- 
tory, behind only performances by 
Wilt Chamberlain. 

So much of the former 
Georgetown star’s success has 
to do with his move from shoot- 
ing guard to point guard and his 
healthy relationship with first-year 
Philly coach Jim O’Brien.

Animated Debate 


Original animation will 
explode on TV, but 
no one’s sure just how 

TECHNOLOGY! Animation isn’t just 
for kids. In fact, it’s not even just for 
animation channels. 

Sci-Fi Channel is banking a 
chunk of its future on “cartoon” fare, 
recently greenlighting the prime- 
time animated shows “Gordian” 
and “Amazing Screw in Head” and 
renewing “Tripping the Rift.” 

Cartoon Network has doubled 
the amount of original animation 


programming on its schedule for two 
years in a row, adding among others 
the new computer-generated show 
“Pet Alien”; Nickelodeon is pitching 
“Avatar”; and DIC Entertainment 
is betting on children and adults’ 
“troll love” to carry its new series 
“Trollz.” 

Cartoon Network’s Jim Samples 
noted that his channel’s “Adult 
Swim” franchise has become the 
highest-rated cable show among 
18- to 34 -year-olds. “We have a 
whole generation of kids who have 
grown up with the availability of 
animation 24/7” he said. 


Television animation has become 
hit-driven but invigorated by content 
providers willing to take chances on 
more original ideas than ever. 

“People are looking for every 
which way to be inventive,” said 
Frederator Studios founder Fred 
Seibert. “Visual style is one of the 
ways they’re proving that.” 

Computer-generated anima- 
tion, a distinctive recent advance 
in film, has yet to make a real splash 
on television. Cost is a major factor. 
Each episode of NBC’s “Father of the 
Pride” reportedly cost $1.6 million 
and took nine months to make.

Arts Greats Praise Miller

Kind words and a 
fond farewell for the 
towering playwright 

APPRECIATION | Writers, directors, 
actors and others in the arts com- 
munity paid tribute Friday to one 
of the greatest playwrights of the 
20th century. 

Arthur Miller, who stoked the 
American Dream with his unswerv- 
ing portrayals of human frailties, 
died Thursday night of congestive 
heart failure at the age of 89. 

Harold Pinter, another play- 
wright renowned for his uncom- 


promising views, called Miller “a 
great writer, a great playwright and 
a great man.” 

Playwright Edward Albee said, 
“About a year ago, Arthur Miller 
paid me a great compliment. He 
said that my plays were necessary. 
I will go one step further and say 
that Arthur’s plays are essential.” 

Todd Haimes, artistic director of 
the Roundabout Theatre Company 
in New York City, produced Miller’s 
“After the Fall” last year. He said 
of Miller, “What was unique about 
him ... is he liked young directors to 
take a crack at his great plays. As a 
result, there are a host of plays that 


are directed by artists who weren’t 
even alive when he wrote ‘Death of 
a Salesman.’” 

Brian Dennehy, who starred as 
Willy Loman in a Broadway revival 
of “Death of a Salesman,” called the 
playwright “one of the great trium- 
virates of the American theater. 

Nicholas Hytner, director of 
Britain’s National Theatre, called 
Miller “the last of the great titans 
of the American stage” and said 
British audiences had embraced 
his work: “America felt rebuked 
by him. Over here, we relish the 
ferocity of his arguments with the 
way things are.” (ap)

A British chick-lit diva 
has no warm feelings 
for Valentine’s Day 

LOVE STINKS I Maybe it was the 
skimpy T-shirt with “DITCH HIM” 
scrawled across the front. Or the 
comment that “cats are better than 
men.” It could have been the sugges- 
tion that we all would be better off 
if we didn’t spend ourselves into the

— British author Emma Forrest is 
no fan of Valentine’s Day.

Forrest’s main character, Sadie, 
wraps herself in crude references to 


sex and endless musings on what 
makeup to wear for fabulous open- 
ings and parties. But she’s really just 
a sweet kid looking for love. 

And what about Forrest? 

Apparently, if you are devoting 
yourself to your craft, the care and 
feeding of young men is just too 
much to handle. 

Forrest says Valentine’s Day is 
best spent alone, picking out an 
eclectic mix of movies or books and 
eating exactly what you want. 

“I don’t like organized fun. I 
don’t like New Year’s, I don’t like 
Valentine’s Day ... I don’t even like 
theme parks,” she declared. Movies 
she would rent: “Paper Moon,” 
“Butterfield 8,” “Talk to Her” and 
“The Story of the Weeping Camel” 
— all about different types of love, 
she noted. Favorite writer of all time: 
Truman Capote. 

Food she loves: avocados with 
Marmite, a yeast spread only native

It would 
be easy to dismiss the band were 
it not for the phenomenal sales 
of its first two albums; critically 
acclaimed or not (and trust me, they 
are not) somebody is listening. 

So what’s the key to the band’s 
success? The lyrics are straightfor- 
ward, deceptively simple and the 


arrangements melodic. 

The song “Landing in London” 
is a story of a lonely life on the road. 
But the song can be embraced by 
anyone who has ever experienced 
separation: “And all these days I 
spend away/ I’ll make up for this I 
swear/ 1 need your love to hold me 
up/ When it’s all too much to bear.”

Rock-climbing gyms 
reach new heights of 
popularity across U.S. 


“The industry’s at a 
big crossroads right 
now because it’s an 
indoor activity and 
a lot of people are 
treating it almost as an 
amusement setting.” 




Kept from ski lessons by subzero 
cold, the children were climbing the 
walls indoors. But that’s allowed at 
a rock-climbing gym. 

The Electric City Rock Gym in 
Schenectady, N.Y., hosts an after- 
school group, fun seekers and climb- 
ing enthusiasts keeping in shape 
for the outdoors. Rock gyms have 
grown in popularity, from a single 
gym in 1987, to 300 a decade later, 
to more than 600 now. 

“It was just a climber hangout,” 
said Seattle mountaineer Rich 
Johnston, who opened the first gym. 
“It was pretty rough. There were no 
handholds on the market, so we just 
glued rocks on the walls.” 

Now there are several wall-build- 
ing companies feeding a demand 
from universities, recreation cen- 
ters, parks and other operators, 
Johnston said. An Outdoor Industry 


Association survey showed 6.4 mil- 
lion Americans climbed an artificial 
surface in 2003, up from 6 million in 
2000, spokesman Mike Lee said. 

The rapid growth isn’t all good, 
Johnston said. Because it’s an indoor 
activity, many treat it “almost as an 
amusement setting,” which is dan- 
gerous, he said. 

Addle Ward was startled two 
years ago at first seeing her 5 -year- 
old daughter atop the wall at Electric 


City. She said some mothers worry 
about kids’ attention spans when 
holding safety ropes for each other. 
But she believes “it’s safer than a lot 
of things they do.” 

Gyms use belaying ropes, which 
attach to the harness of a climber, 
run through a steel loop at the top of 
the wall and attach at the other end 
to the person standing at the bottom, 
who also holds the rope. The equip- 
ment has an automatic lock on the 


belayer’s harness so climbers will 
stay suspended even if the person 
on the ground isn’t paying attention. 
Johnston said the number of injury 
claims nationally is “minimal.” 

Growth in outdoor climbing has 
been flat the past several years, while 
the indoor version has taken off as a 
recreation, fitness pursuit and even 
competitive sport. The activity has 
been shown to produce physiologi- 
cal responses similar to cycling and

treadmill running. 

Gym operators say only a frac- 
tion of their climbers take their 
skills outdoors. Andy Gilpin, found- 
er of Electric City Rock Gym, said
